“and I expect to go over it myself carefully 
before the council meeting Monday night, 
when I expect to give my decision.“ 

The opponents of the ordinance hope by 
that time to convince Mayor Busse that he 
should veto it unless it contains a provision 
restricting the profits of the telephone com- 
pany to 8 per cent of capital stock. The 
mgyor has given no intimation of what he 

do. 


Mayor to Have Plenty of Advice. 

The executive will have plenty of advice 
in forming his decision. Arrangements were 
made during the y for a massmeeting on 
the lake front at 2 o'clock tomorrow after- 
noon. This will be under the auspices of the 
Telephone Users’ Protective league, which 
has twenty-two affiliated societies. There 
wl be a noonday meeting of business men 
on Monday, probably at McVicker’s theater. 

Work in opposition to the méasure, how- 
ever, will be done today, and Mayor Busse— 
unless he goes early to Fox lake—will be ad- 
vised thoroughly as to the demerits of the 
ordinance. Attorney Levy ot the IIIIi- 
nois Manufactiirers’ association’ ad a com- 
mittee from that organization will call upon 
the mayor with a carefully prepared list of 
objections. 

When Mr. Mayer has had his say a com- 
mittee appointed by the six civic and political 
organizations which held a conference at the 
City club will appear before the mayor for a 
hearing. This committee is composed. of 
Maj. Edgar Bronson Tolinan, chairman of 
the City club’s telephone committee; Secre- 
tary George E. Hooker of the City club; Na- 
than William MacChesney, Hamilton club; 
Dr. Charles S. Bacon, Chicago Medical soci- 
ety; John P. McGoorty, Iroquois club. The 
committee conferred for several hours yes- 
terday and was still in session in the évening 
at Mr. MacChesney’s office, in the Stock Ex- 
change building. 

Zome of the Objections. 

A few of thé objections that will be made 
by Maj. Tolman's committee are: 

Ordinance was passed in too much haste, inas- 
much as present franchise does not expire for a 
year and three months. 

System of Automatic Telephone company has 
not been investigated enough; automatic system 
superior to manual. 

Proposed rates are too high. 

City does not receive adequate com pensation. 
Telephone company should be satisfied with 8 per 
cent interest on-capital invested, with liberal al- 
lowance for depreciation and renewals. Striking 
out of section 8 in ordinance enables company to 
draw unlimited profit. 

There should be universal toll connections with 
independent company lines as weil as with 4 
Bell system. 

Corporation Counsel at Work. 

Corporation Counsel E. J. Brundage got 
the first proof of the telephone ordinance 
from the city clerk, and a few minutes later 
Assistant Corporation Counsel George W. 
Miller passed out of the city hall with it 
in a black leather case. Mr. Miller was 
shadowed to his private office in the Ash- 
land block. He locked himself in an inner 
room, after announcing that he was going 
to dissect the ordinance carefully for traces 
of bad medicine. The examination he thought 
would take a day and a half. 

One of the callers at Mr. Brundage’s office 
expressed the belief that the telephone com- 
pany would not agree to any reduction of 
rates, that it would take the position that 
the ordinance did not give it any assurance 
that the city would purchase the plant at 
the expiration of its twenty year grant, and 
that, consequently, the company would have 
to gather in all the money it could while it 
had a chance. 

Lake Front Meeting. 

The Sunday afternoon meefing on the lake 
front will be addréssed by Ald.

Anthony Kilty Gives Himself Up, 
Saying Remorse Impels Him. 


POLICE DOUBT HIS STORY. 


Man Tells of Committing Several 
Evapston Burglaries. | 


Psychological experts would have had 
their ability put to a severe test had they 
been called upon yesterday to analyze the 
motives which led Anthony Kilty to the Des- 
plaines street station to confess that he was 
guilty of some recent Evanston burglaries. 

Capt. John Rehm admitted the man was a 
riddle. He is a barber, 43 years old, and 
under examination displayed familiarity 
with the ways of the sweat box. He him- 
self declared that a religious awakening 
in Dr. Torrey's gospel tent was re- 
sponsible for his self-surrender. There 
also was evidence that a severe attack of 
alcoholic remorse had precipitated the step. 
Neither of these solutions was accepted by 
the police, who were convinced that he was 
desirous of being convicted of a minor of- 
fense in order to avoid arrest for some seri- 
ous crime, possibly the murder of James W. 
Allaway in Austin last Tuesday morning.“ 

Says “I’m Gentleman Burglar.” 

In midafternoon Kilty staggered into Des- 
plaines street station. 

“I guess everybody's looking for me, he 
said. ‘‘ I’m the gentieman burglar they want 
out in Evanston.” 

He first told his story to Lieut. Medden, 
declaring that three or four weeks ago, while 
on his way from Waukegan to Chicago, he 
had stopped off in Evanston. He said 
he robbed a house just beyond Calvary 
cemetery,” and that he also entered North« 
western university,’ where he stole an over- 
sont. 

“I kept walking through the strdets until 
I came to that house, he said, an@ when I 
went around in the back I found a window 
open and went in. I used a candle and went 
upstairs and stepped into a room where I 


lighted the gas. A man and a woman were 


in bed. The man started to sit up, and 
I picked up a revolver lying on the dresser 
and pointed it at him. 

„He didn't say anything until I started to 
go into another room, and then he éaid: 
‘Don’t gothere. The children will jump out 
of the window.’ I didn’t open the door and 
he thanked me.“ 

Takes $7 and a Watch. 

This was the scene to which the penitent 
would always turn the conversation during 
later examinations, He said that he took 
$7 and @ watch which he pawned in Clark 
street, mear Madison. This burglary is 
thought to have been that of the home of 
Levy Nliel, 823 Hinman avenue. 

Ounce he referred to a robbery during whics 
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a woman screamed and he leaped out of a 
window. This was placed as that of the 
home of C. B. Congdon, 1427 Judson avenue. 
His reference to stealing an overcoat was 
supposed to relate to the robbery of the 
Sigma Chi fraternity house. His admissions 
upon these events appeared accidental and 
he would not enlarge upon them. 


During the last examination given him by 


Capt. Rehm the prisoner said he worked in 
a Dempster street barber shop five years 
ago. He refused to account for his time 
since then except to say that he worked in 
Joliet last Saturday and became intoxicated 
with the proceeds of his labor and did not 
know his whereabouts until yesterday. Dur- 
ing the afternoon he wandered, penniless, 
cold, and bungry into a mission, where he 
heard singing that aroused his conscience, 
Discrepancies in Stories. 

The discrepancies in his stories told at dif- 
ferent times coupled with the failure of two 
victims of Evanston robberies to identify him 
threw Capt. Rehm into perplexity. The pris- 
oner stated that he never wore a mask nor 
carried a revolver, while in each of the sub- 
urban robberies revolvers and masks were 
the first things noted by the victims. 

Kilty said his reformation is due to one 
of Dr. Torrey's sermons. He was passing the 
tent in North Clark street and stopped to 
hear the evangelist Thyrsday night. The 
sermon so impressed him that he made up his 
mind to surrender. 

A request that he be turned over to the 
Pvanston police was denied on the ground 
that he may be connected with the: murder 
of Allaway by Austin witnesses who will see 
him this morning. Mr. and Mrs. Morgan 
and Mr. and Mrs. Eliel will attempt also to 


identify him.

Trolley Speeding 25 Miles an Hour 
and No Warning Heard. 


Mr. and Mrs. W. K. Cowan, 430 Elm street, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Charles H. Cowan, 58 
Astor street, and the 6 year old son of the 
latter, had a remarkable escape from death 
last night. The carriage in which they were 
riding was struck by a north bound Riverview 
car and overturned at Belden avenue and 
Halsted street shortly before midnight. Al- 
though the car was running at a speed esti- 
mated at twenty-five miles an’ hour, and 
struck the carriage almost in the center, 
throwing it forty feet, no one but the coach- 
man, Z. B. Logan, was injured.

Record Gold Shipment. 


Of the gold brought in by the Lusitania 
something over 32,000,000 was consigned 
to the assistant treasurer of the United 
States. Most of this gold had been imported 
by Chicago bankers and the remainder by 
bankers in other interior cities. The manner 
in which it was consigned was unprecedented, 
and, according to subtreasury officials, will 
remain without parallel for many years. 

They did not stop to inquire for what rea- 
son the gold was thus consigned, but served 
notice that there must be no repetition of the 
incident, and then forwarded the gold, or 
rather transferred it by telegraph to the real 
consignees. 

Besides breaking the transatlantic record 
in speed, the Lusitania also knocked out all 
records as a gold carrying craft, bringing in 
the unprecedented amount of $12,000,000 in 
bar and coin. More than a quarter of this 
tres ure, stor in the strong room ot the 
Lusitania, had been engaged abroad by 
American bankers at the beginning of the 
financial trouble. 


Twenty-four Tons of Yellow Treasure. 

There was in ali about twenty-four tons of 
gold stored in 334 steel bound wooden cases. 
Purser Joseph Lancaster checked each case 
as it was brought out of the vault and re- 
fused to talk to anybody until every bit of the 
gold had been put ashore. 

Detectives and men in uniform were on 
hand, but their services were not really re- 
quired, as nobody attempted to carry away 
any of the-cases, which weighed more than 
any ordinary man could negotiat® success- 
fully, even on a short journey. 

Five double and two single trucks took the 
gold to its destination in the city and the 
transfer of the treasure to the subtreasury 
was completed before 6 o’clock this evening. 
Every load was in charge of two subtreasury 
men and there was not the least confusion or 


delay in transferring it, counting the coin 


and crediting it to the consignees. 
Hoarded Money Seeks Light. 


The premium on currency was quoted at the 
close as between 1% and 3 per cent, a distinct 
decrease from the rate prevailing_on preced- 
ing days. But for the demand for currency 
from the interior it might have disappeared 
entirely. According to money brokers more 
currency came out from strong boxes and 
looked for premiums than on any previous 
day since a premium was established. 

Otherwise, in domestic exchange 'move- 
ments were favorable. 4 

The foreign exchange market closed with

CHARLES E. PERKINS IS DEAD 


One of Nation’s Leading Rail- 
road Men Succumbs. | 


WAS HEAD OF BURLINGTON. 


Guided Destiny of Western Line Until 
New Yorkers Bought It. 


“ 


Boston, Mass., Nov. &—Charles E. Perkins, 
formerly president of the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy railroad and one of the lead- 
ing railroad authorities of the nation, died 
at his home in West Wood, a suburb, late to- 
night. He had been suffering from Bright’s 
disease for several years, but was not con- 
fined to his house until recently. 

Mr. Perkins is survived by a widow, two 
sons, and four daughters, all of whom were 
with him when he died. 


His Busy Career in Railroads. 

Mr. Perkins was born Nov. 21, 1840, in Cin- 
cinnati, and entered the railway service when 
19 years old, just as the clouds of the civil 
war were rising late in 1859. His first work 
was as cashier of the Burlington and Mis- 
souri River road. He was promoted from that 
position to assistant secretary and treas- 
urer in 1862. Three years later he became 
general superintendent of the road, which 
position he held for eight years, leaving it to 
become vice president of the line in Nebraska 


in 1873. 

Four years later came the great consolida- 
tion that brought fragments of the system to- 
gether under one name, and in 1881 John M. 
Forbes, for twenty’ years the guiding spirit 
of the Burlington, retired from the presi- 
dency. Mr. Perkins was chosen without hes- 
itation to step into his chief's shoes, and it 
fell to his lot also to shape the policy of the 
great railroad for twenty years. 


Lived Most of Life in Burlington. 

Mr. Perkins found his bride in the person 
of Miss Edith Forbes, daughter of Commo- 
dore.R. B. Forbes of Boston, and they were 
married in September, 1864, at Milton, Mass. 
Their home in Burlington, Ia., was one of the 
picturesque places of the city. It was known 
as the Dill farm when Mr. Perkins secured it 
in 1867. It included a log cabin built by Ben- 
jamin Tucker, one of the pioneer settlers of 
Burlington. It was in the log cabin that the 
young couple reade their home after the hus- 
band had become general superintendent of 
seventy-five miles of road. 

Mr. Perkins built a mansion in Burlington 
later and lived there until 1901, when the 
Burlington system became one of the James 
J. Hill roads and Mr. Perkins quit railroading 
after being in it forty-two years. The last 
half dozen years he had lived in Massa- 


chusetts.

One of the 
men concerned was an officer of the National 
Bank of North America and the other was 
gonnected with the Mercantile National 
bank. 

It was asserted today that the offenses 
charged had considerable to do with pre- 
eipitating the drastic action by the clearing 
house in the last week in October. One of 
the accused men may be called on to answer 
a charge of having wrongfully transferred 
eertain securities, and it is likely that there 
will be at least one charge of overcertifica- 
tion. 

Mr. Stimson refused today to discuss the 
alleged violation of the banking law, and the 
bank examiners were equally reticent. 


Sleuths Long on Trail. 

Clearing house bankers have, -however, 
known for some time that the national bgnk 
examiners were following up clews in both 
the National Bank of North America and the 
Mercantile National, and that the evidence 
would be laid before the federal prosecuting 
officer. 

Some bankers used their influence with the 
national banking department to prevent any 
action on these alleged offenses until the 
banking situation had cleared, but now that 
both of these banks are rehabilitated and in 


good condition the district attorney has been 


urged to act. Any losses that the banks may 
have sustained in the alleged transactions 
have been cleared up, but that, so it is de? 
clared. does not absolve those who were re- 
sponsible for the alleged violation of the law. 

It was reported today that the federal offi- 
clals had been trying, for one thing, to find 
out if therg had been any substitution of 
collateral loans in the Bank of North Amer- 
ica shortly before the clearing house com- 
mittee degan its campaign. The substitu- 
tion of collateral is a daily occurrence in 
most of the big banks, but usually the col- 
lateral substituted is as good or better than 
the original. Also a substitution is gener- 
ally passed on by more than one officer. 


Old Convictions Recalled. 

The offense of overcertification was the 
one for which William S. Kimball, president 
of the old Seventh National bank, was fined 
$5,000 in May, 1903. For the same offense 
James D. Fish, president of the Marine bank, 
which failed in the Grant and Ward panic jn 
1884, was sentenced to prison/for ten years. 

The federal authorities in the case of the 
Mercantile National bank have, it is said, 
been looking into the loans that were made 
to men who were officers before the clearing 
house committee began its campaign. The 
law forbids any officer of a bank to loan to 
one person more than 10 per cent of the 
bank’s surplus and capital. How the law 
would apply in a case where a man’s friends 
or close business associates borrowed for 
his benefit, in excess of the 10 per cent Is a 
question that may have to be settled. 


Prosecutor Makes Denial. 

“Since banking troubles in this city be- 
came acute,” said District Attorney Stimson. 
“my office has followed the matter, with 
the same care which it always tries to give 
to every matter within it jurisdiction. As 
yet there has been no decision or determina- 
tion arrived at to prosecute any individual 
whatsoever, and any statement to the con- 
trary is unqualifiedly false. 

Mr. Stimson was asked if the bank exam- 
iners reported to his office or to the treasury 
department at Washington. : 

Any decision in regard to criminal prose- 
cutions under the banking laws of the United 
States affecting this district.“ said he, will 
be made here, and not in Washington.“ 

Officers of the Mercantile National and 
the National Bank of North. America both 
said they knew of no transactions in which 
Mr. Stimson might be interested.

CALLS ON’ PARENTS 10 ACT 


Judge Wants Massmeeting to 
Flay ‘“‘Tracy, the Outlaw.“ 


‘BOYS. FLOCKING TO PLAY. 


„Blood and Thunder“ Ranting. 


A fange massmeeting of the parents of 
Lake View for the purpose of making formal 
protest against cheap theaters which present 
melodramas of outlawry and plays of the 
blood and thunder variety for the benefit 
of childish audiences is the means recom- 
mended by Judge Petit to check the wave of 
juvenile crime which reached its crest on 
] Thursday in the. arrest of seven boys, all 
under 15 years of age, charged with thirty- 
i penitentiary offenses. That parents 
should also organize a vigilance committee 
to keep track of the youngsters and keep 
themselves informed as to where and how 
they spend their evenings, is no less earnestly 
recommended. 


Arrests Arouse Judge. 

This advice was given as the result of the 
arrest of a number of boys who told the judge 
they had been inspired to burglary and other 
lesser crimes by outlaw plays presented in 
the cheap theaters. The playhouse particu- 
larly complained of is the Howard theater, 
1087 Lincolm avenue, where a sensational 

melodrama, Tracy, the-Outlaw,” is being 
presented. During the day and evening 
groups of children may be seen eagerly read- 
ing the glaring play bills. 

‘This is the sort of Mterature which is be- 
ing circulated and which leads young boys to 
regard outlaws as heroes and to emulate 
their example,” said Judge Petit, unfolding 
a circular of the play.

MARRIED 14 DAYS; A SUICIDE 


C. O. Frame, Alone Week After 
Wedding, Ends Life. 


MAN ROBBED; INHALES GAS. 


Mother of Herman Wilsky Says, How- 
ever, He Was Spendthrift. 


Separated from his young wife a week 
after their marriage, C. O. Frame killed him- 
self at the Jackson park pavilion yesterday 
afternoon by sending a bullet through his 
brain. He was 34 years old and a printer, re- 
siding at 238 East Fifty-fifth street. 

“ His wife left him a week ago, called to 
Chatsworth by the illness of her mother,” 
said W. E. Frame, a brother. That is the 
only reason I can give for the suicide. My 
brother had not been in good health, though, 
for four months. He was of a melancholy 
disposition. His general health was good, 
and he and hie wife had not quarreled, so far 
as I know. They had been married but two 
weeks. 

Park Policeman James Davin and William 
Dutno of 5618 Kimbark avenue, hearing the 
shot, entered the pavilion and found the 
dying man on the floor. It was not known 
who he was until a brother, W. E. Frame of 
5715 Washington avenue, identified the re- 
mains at Mines“ undertaking rooms, 866 
Fifty-fifth street. 

Mra. Frame, who formerly was Miss Ellen 
M. Miller, was notified and arrived from 
Chatsworth, III., late at night. 

Herman Wilsky, 24 yéars old, was discov- 
ered dead in his room at 279 Clybourn avenue 
at noon. He had turned on the gas. A note 
to his landlady stated he had taken his life 
because he had been robbed of all his money 
Saturday night. The police thought, from 
the appearance of the body, that the man 
had been dead about three days. They could 
not explain how Mrs. Anna Hucker, the 
landlady, failed to observe the escaping gas. 
The police will investigate the robbery story.

_ O'LEARY’S SALOON 


Inspectors Find Unmetered 
Connection by Which the 
Gambler Gets Water. 


SMALL BILLS SUSPICIOUS. 


Investigation Started to See How 
Bathrooms Were Supplied 
80 Cheaply. 


A new secret pipe line hae been found 
at James O’Léeary’s saloon and bathhouse 
at 4183 Halsted street. The pipe line,“ 
however, hae nothing to do with horse racing 
or poolrooms, as had former Unes dis- 
covered by the police at O'Leary's place. 
It is a private water connection through 
which Mr. O’Leary has obtained his supply 
of water for his bathrooms, barber shop, 
shower bathe, boiler rooms, and other places 
where water is used at hies Exchange.” 

In a report made yesterday Inspectors 
Coughlan and Harrington of the water de- 
partment announced that O’Leary had been 
drawing most of the water used at his place 
from an unmetered pipe, while another work 
was given the regular water meter attached 
to another pipe to keep it from rusting and 
to allay the suspicions of the city authori- 
ties. A a result of the discovery one pipe 
will be cut off from the saloon and a heavy 
bill for water will be sent to the former gam- 


bling king of the south side, 


Small Bills Cause Suspicion. 

The fact that the water bills made from 
the O’Leary meter were usually not so large 
as bills for private houses had aroused the 
suspicions of the inspectors and caused the 
investigation. Thursday the inspectors went 
to the Exchange and asked to see the 
meter. Since the latest reading the instru- 
ment had recorded the use of a mall amount 
of water and this, despite the fact that 
shower baths, bathrooms, a plunge, a boiler 
room, and other places are supplied. Ex- 
pecting to.find a private pipe the inspectors 
went over the building. 

This second pipe was found after some 
search and the shut-off division of the de- 
partment was ordered to close the pipe. The 
report was sent to the water assessors and 
an estimate of the water used will be made 
and a bill will be sent to O’Leary. 


New Fire and Police Stations. 

Two new police stations and three new fire 
houses are to be built within the next year. 
The finance committee of the council during 
the day authorized the commissioner of pub- 
lic works to let contracts for the five build- 
ings. Plans have been delayed on account of 
lack of funds, but the contracts will be let 
and work begun at once. 

The new police stations will be at West 
Twenty-seventh street and Lawndale avenue 
and at One Hundred and Fifteenth street and 
Kensington avenue. The fire stations will be 
at Eighty-seventh street and Escanaba ave- 
nue, at 710 North Fifty-second avenue, and 
at Seventy-third street and Dobson avenue. 


Attorney’s Salary Is Doubled. 

The committee acted favorably on the rec- 
ommendation of the civil service commission 
that the salary of Howard O. Sprogle, attor- 
ney for the board, be raised from $1,500 to 
$3,000 a year. The difference was made by 
transferring funds frem another account. 
The salaries of two examiners were raised 
$100 a year each. 

The pumping station at West Gixty-ninth 
and Peoria streets is to be abandoned by the 
city. Commissioner Hanberg decided to do 
away with the expense of keeping men at the 
Idle station.

FOUR DAYS OF POISONED FOOD 


Brothers of Mrs. Sladek Tell of 
Repeated Efforts to Kill. 


SHE ALONE NOT MADE SICK. 


Three Boys III from Eating Oatmeal 
on Date of Father’s Funeral. 


Details of repeated attempts at poisoning 
were laid before the jury in Judge Windes’ 
court yesterday by the three brothers of Mrs. 
Mary Sladek, accused of murdering her fa- 
ther and mother. 

The testimony of Joseph, Charles, and 
Rudolph Mette was to the effect that four 
attempts were made to poison their parents 
and themselves, two with fatal effects and 
three of them causing violent sickness. The 
brothers of the prisoner gave their evidence 
without reluctance. The dates of the poison 
attempts, all,in 1907, were: 

March 20—Cockroach poison found in the coffee 
before any one drank it. : 

March 30—Arsenic in cakes caused IIIness to all 
except Mrs. Sladek, resulting in Mre. Mette’s 
death on April 5. 

April 8&—Poison in soup fed to Frank Mette, the 
father, causing hie death on April 18 after re- 
moval to Swedish hospital. 

April 17% the day of Mr. Mette’s funeral—The 
three boys poisoned eating oatmeal, and all re- 
moved to the Swedish hospital. 8 

Can of Poison in Coal Bin. 


Both Charles, aged 16, and Rudolph, aged 
14, told the same story about finding poison 
in the coffee pot the evening of March 20 
and the subsequent finding of a can of cock- 
roach poison in the coal bin in the basement 
of their house. 

The defense made a point in preventing the 
state from submitting in evidence the box of 
cockroach poison. Assistant State's Attor- 
ney Popham twice tried to submit it after 
the three brothers had’ identified it as the 
can found in the coal bin. Each time, on ob- 
jection from Attorney Burres, Judge Windes 
said: 

“3 don't think sufficient foundation has 
been laid to accept the can in evidence yet. 

All the boys testified that there was no un- 
happiness in the family further than that 
Mr. Mette was addicted to drinking. 

When you came home the afternoon of 
March 30, was your mother m?“ Attorney 
Popham asked Charles Mette. 

Tes, sir; she was lying down and vomited 
occasionally.” 

Did you eat some of the cakes?” 

“Yes. Mary put them on the table, say~ 
ing, ‘There are some cakes for you.’ She 
didn’t tell me they had made mother iil.” 


Says Mary Feigned Sickness. 

After the family had been made sick did 
you see your mother, and father, and Joe, and 
Rudolph all vomiting?” 

Tes, sir.“ 

Did you see Mary vomiting?” 

No, sir. She only made sounds like she 
was trying to. Every time the policemen 
came to the house she acted sick.“ 

Charles said he ate two of the cakes and 
five minutes later was sick. 

An elderly man, who gave his name as 
James Donlan, 141 Warren avenue, narrowly 
escaped being brought before the court on a 
contempt charge. Detective Frank Barchad 
was ‘told by the Mette boys that Donlan had 
tried secretly to get them to embrace their 
sister in the courtroom, supposedly to refute 
the supposition that they are bitter against 
her. The boys refused to doso. Mr. Donlan 
was ordered from the courtroom.

NOT ASKED BY TAFT 


Pointed Out at Washington 
His European Mission Is 
Not Diplomatic. 


MAY MEET ONLY THE CZAR 


Kaiser Ready to See Secretary; 
Complications Possible in 
Other Quarters. —

Washington, D. C., Nov. 8.—So much has 
come from foreign capitals concerning Seo- 
retary Taft’s tour of the world that officials 
of the war and state departments are becom- 


ing confused’ concerning the schedule. it is 


not believed, however, that the secretary of 
war has sought an interview with any Eu- 
ropean ruler. It has been stated officially 
and reiterated that Mr. Taft is not on a 
diplomatic mission to Europe and has no 
official business to transact for the United 
States at any European capital. 

There is no disguising the fact that officials 
of the state department would prefer that 
Secretary Taft’s trip through Europe should 
be made without his engaging in any court 
functions. There is no disposition on the 
part of President Roosevelt or Secretary 
Root, according to information obtainable 
on this subject, to interfere in any manner 
with Mr. Taft’s wishes, but it is felt that he 
cannot visit one court and not others with- 
out jeopardizing the friendly relations of the 
United States with those governments. Ags 
he cannot see them all, it is believed here 
that he will not visit any, unless it be the 
ezar of Russia. 


Kaiser Plans Seeing Taft. 

BERLIN, Nov. 8—Emperor William wiil 
see Secretary Taft on the Isle of Wight dur- 
ing the former’s vigit to England.

Berlin Printer’s Apprentice Tells 
of Butchering Babes. 


CAUSED BY MOTHER'S TAUNT. 


Epileptic’s Rage Stirred by Charge 
That He Lacked Energy. 


[BY CABLE TO THD CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

BERLIN, Nov. 8.—The mystery surround. 
ing the butchery last summer of three lit- 
tle girls by a Jack the Ripper has been 
solved. Paul Minow, A years old, an epi- 
leptic, has confessed the crimes which, he 
says, he committed while in a rage follow 
ing a rebuke by his mother for leasiness. 

For months Minow, who wes a printer’s 
apprentice, has been locked up in an asylum 
for the insane at Herzberge. Recently he 
began to talk in a rambling way of the mur- 
Gera. The authorities encouraged him to 
talk and in an artless way he related how 
he had been taunted by his mother and s- 
ter for his lack of energy. 


Kills Babies to Vent Rage. 

This so angered him thet he went out into 
the street and vented hie feelings by Stab- 
bing three little girls. He said he wan- 
dered through the streets for days, later 
returning to his home. His relatives then 
sent him to the asylum. It does not appear 
that they knew of his awful murders. 

Minow’s crimes were committed on July 
27 last, in the early afternoon, He enticed 
little girls into doorways and then stabbed 
and gashed them in the abdomen. The old- 
est of his victims was 5 years of age. 


Find Note; Lynching Near. 

The bodies of all three were found bathed 
in blood, and in the hue and cry following 
their discovery a note was picked up in 4 
nearby park. It was penned in a miserabie 
scrawl and read: 

Away! Away! In five minutes there will be a 
corpse. There is a child murderer in the neighber- 
hood. Deliver this note to the police. I have 
kined children in Belforter, Preinsla uer, and Hen- 
sersdorfer streetg. 

The police arrested a man who had been 
seen where the note was found. They had 
hard work to save him from summary death 
at the hands of the enraged people. Later he 
proved his innocence and was freed. 

Hundreds of clews have been investigated 
by the authorities, but nothing was learned 
of the identity of the slayer until 'Minow’s 
rambling talk in the asylum directed sugpi- 
cion to him. 


STIRRING SCENES AT A 


Former Italian Deputy, Ac of De- 
frauding State, Charged with Mur- 


der at Hearing. 


ROME, Nov. 8.—The continuation today of 
the trial of Nunzio Nasi, former minister of 
public instruction, on the charge of falsify- 
ing documents and defrauding the state 
treasury, was accompanied by several excit- 
ing incidents during the interrogatioh of 
Sig. Ciccotti, a former socialist deputy. 
Ciccottl finally was expelled from the sen- 
ate hall on account of the intemperance of 
his language. The interrogation of Deputy 
Saporito brought out a sharp clash between 
him and Nasi, in which the mutual hatred of 
the two Sicilians was revealed. Saporito de- 
clared he believed Nasi to be implicated in 
the murder of his brother. 


KAISER ON WAY TO ENGLAND. 


Multitude Cheers Emperor and Empress 
as They Leave Berlin far 
Flushing. 


BERLIN, Nov. 8.—Emperor William and 
the empress departed shortly before midnight 
for Flushing, where they will embark for 
England. The emperor looked well, and 
chatted with prince von Bülow, the imperial 
chancellor; and Prince Oscar, his young son. 
The public is showing enormous interest in 
this visit. The railroad station was thronged 
with cheering crowde, among the people 
being several members of the cabinet, prom- 
inent military officers, and other officials.

New Steam Contrivance 
After a Trial Trip. 


IOWANS FIRST TO USE IT. 


Now Will Be Used for Regular 
Passenger Traffic on Des 
Moines Branch.

With President B. L. Winchell] and a party 
of other Rock Island officials’ aboard, the 


| new steam motor car built for that company 


was given a test run yesterday between Chi- 
cago and Joliet. It was asserted the trial 
proved the feasibility of using such motor 
cars for branch line passenger business, and 
this one will be sent next week to Iowa, 
where it will be put in service. The branch 
suggested is the one between Des Moines and 
Indianola, a distance of twenty-two miles. 
The Rock Island motor car is différent in 


operation, from any other railroad motor car 


in use in the Untted States. All the others 
depend upon gasoline, whereas the Rock 
Island car is operated by steam. By an ar- 
rangement, first patented in Atstria and 
named after its inventor, the Ganz engine is 
geared to the front axle und thus secures a 
direct drive. The operation of the engine is 
similar to that in a locometive. This is held 
to be an advantage, as an ordinary engineer 
can soon master it. 


Car Goes Up Grade. 

In the party with President Winchell were 
Vice Presidents H. U. Mudge and E. L. Pol- 
lock, John Sebastian, passenger traffic man- 
ager; W. 8. Tinsman, assistant general man- 
ager, and Chief Engineer Seeley. The start 
was made from the La Salle street station at 
2:30 o’clock. No attempt was made to estab- 
lish a record. There were several delays, 
the first being due to the use of hard coal as 
a fuel. With this the fireman had difficulty 
in keeping up steam and soft codl was pro- 
cured from an engine at Blue Island. There 
was no difficulty in negotiating the 6-10 
grade at Mokena and for much of the dis- 
tance to Joliet the car made thirty-five miles 
an hour. The return trip to Auburn Park 
was made at an average speed of forty-one 
miles an hour, while the best time made was 
forty-five miles. 

The car is geared to make thirty-five miles 
an hour on a level track. It aso has been 
shown the car can pull one of the ordinary 
suburban coaches up a respectable grade. 


MEYER DEFENDS POSTAL PLAN 


Exchanges Shots with Commerce 
Association Members. 


SEES GAIN IN EXTENSION. 


Predicts Profit Instead of Deficit 
Feared by A. C. Bartlett. 


Postmaster General George von L. Meyer 
invaded the camp of the enemy yesterday, 
exchanged shots with them over a luncheon 
table, and then departed for Milwaukee. 
The head of the postoffice department did 
not retreat, apparently he was loathe to 
leave, but his program had been arranged 
in advance and he was compelled to hurry 
from the fray to his train. . 

The Chicago Association of Com 
Ways and means committee brought about 
the encounter and showed to Mr. Meyerthat 
his scheme for an extension of the parcels 
post was not going to be taken up with 
unanimous acclaim by the business men 
of the country. H. A. Stillwell, who pre- 
sided at the luncheon in the postmaster's 
honor, started by telling him he was per- 
sonally oppesed to the scheme and he be- 
lieved Chicago and Chicago's interests were 
also against it. 

Then Mr. Meyer told why he believed the 
scheme was the proper thing. He was fol- 
‘lowed by A. C. Bartlett, who insisted the 
scheme was anything but a feasible one. 


Would Add to Deficit. 


“The time ls not at hand,“ he said, “ when 
the United States can go into the express and 
drayage business. The postoffice already has 
a big annual deficit to wrestle with and it is 
not proper that all the people of the country 
shall be made to pay their share of what 
should be a matter between a merchant and 
his customer. 

„The parcels post as it is planned will add 
more to the postoffice deficit, and the rest of 
the country will be paying expressage on 
what one man buys from a merchant.” 

„The mail order houses,“ said he, ship 
mostly by freight, and I do not believe the 
reduction of the postal rate of 16 cents a 
pound to 12 cents a pound will materially 
increase their business. 


Meyer Sees a Profit. 

Mr. Meyer contended the increase in the 
parcels post system would not mean an in- 
crease in the postoffice deficit. He said he 
had had an investigation made in the Chi- 
cago postoffice and he had learned that dur- 
ing the month of October a total of 666,000 
pounds of parcel matter had gone out of 
there and that the average haul was 869 2-5 
miles. He said a similar investigation in 
the Washington postoffice had shown the 
average hau! to be 540 miles and the profit to 
the government per ton had been $28. Figur-

Building Trades Men Strike on Con- 
struction of New Plant. 


** No legal objection can be made to peace- 
able argument or persuasion intended to-con- 
vince anyone that it is for his personal in- 
terest to join a certain union. But this isa 
different thing from attempting to coerce 
men to join by preventing them from finding 
employment and by efforts to procure their 
discharge where they are actually em- 
ployed.” 

This is the substance of a decision handed 
down by the branch Appellate court yester- 
day in the suit for an injunction by the Amer- 
ican Musicians’ Union of North America to 
prevent the Chicago Federation of Musicians 
from threatening or intimidating the com- 
plainants. The decision of the upper court 
affirms a finding by the Circuit court in which 
the proceedings were begun. 

The. complainants declared that the Chi- 
cago Federation of Musicians conspired to 
control absolutely the employment of musi- 
cians in Chicago, to dictate the terms of such 
employment, and to prevent all who were not 
members from obtaining employment. 

The defendants argued that their actions 
were not illegal and that they used no force 
to prevent the complainants finding employ- 
ment.

INCORPORATION A CONTRACT. 

The Supreme court of the United States 
has pronounced constitutional the Massa. 
chusetts statute requiring street railways 
to sel] half rate tickets to school children. 
The attempt to bring the operation of this 
law under the provisions of the fourteenth 
amendment to the constitution of the 
United States has failed. The court goes 
so far as to hold that even if the statute 
had been unconstitutional a charter grant- 
ed subsequent! to the enactment of the 
statute and before its unconstitutionality 
had been declared would bind a corpora- 
tien accepting the charter to obey the law. 
Such acceptance is held to be in the 
nature of a contract, regardless of the 
constitutionality of the statute as affecting 
corporations previously chartered. 

In view of this position of the court the 
statement that the law was within the 
police powers of the state is merely inci- 
dental, as it would not have affected the 
decision of the majority of the court. 
That part of the decision might not be 
pertinent to other states where the fun- 
damental law is different from that of 
Massachusetts. But the principle that a 
corporation by accepting a charter binds 
itself to obey all laws at that time on the 
statute books, even though some of these 
may be declared unconstitutional subse- 
quently, is of general application. It 1s 
a new and important principle, and if | 
acted upon by state authorities may lead 
to some interesting developments. It in- 
troduces a new danger against which 
counsel must be on guard in securing the 
incorporation of new companies. 

Since the Dartmouth college case the 
insistence upon a charter as a contract 
has been one of the weapons of defense 
of a corporation against the power of the 
state. This is the other side of the same 
principle. If a charter is a contract which 
the state cannot break it is also a contract 
which the corporation cannot break. No 
matter what may be the private opinion 
of incorporators or the professional opin- 
ion of counsel as to the laws of the state, 
such as they are, the corporation accepts 
them and is estopped from setting up 
their unconstitutionality es a plea in de- 
fense of their violation. If some of the 
older corporations are in some matters be- 
yond the power of the state to regulate, 
this decision of the Supreme court gives 
hope of control of the newer corporations 
which claim the immunity of the older 
ones. Reincorporation as a device to es- 
cape the penalties of the law may prove 
a boomerang. 


A LESSON IN CIVICS. 
A good many Americans are skeptical 
of the ability of the United States gov- 
ernment to instill into the inhabitants of 


‘our ineular possessions the ideas accom- 


panying self-rule which have come to the 


native citizen through long generations of 


popular freedom. They declare it to be 
a hopeless task to train a people used to 
misrule and oppression by a monarchical 
governihent to determine -matters for 
themselves, With pessimistic resignation 
they are ready to give up the undertaking 
without a trial. 

A far more attractive program is that 
of the men who believe that self-govern- 
ment may be taught by precept and ex- 
ample, when are attended with 
patience and a perfect understanding that 
mistakes must be expected before the ideal 
situation is realized. To them the mission 
of the secretary of war to the Philippines 
appeals as one of the most interesting of 
events in the history of our republic. To 
point the way of political activity, so that, 
no matter what party may triumph in an 
election, the public good may result, is an 
opportunity which comes to few individ- 
uals. If success in self-government is at- 
tained by the Filipinos much of the credit 
will be due to the wisdom of their tutor. 

In a recent speech at a dinner given by 
the progressive party in Manila the sec- 
retary reviewed the history of party or- 
ganization in the islands, showing how 
natural the present political situation ‘s. 


Then he gave a little lesson in civics’ 


which ought to be learned by many peo- 
ple in this country also. The first prin- 
ciple of party politics necessary to learn 
is that defeat must not cause discourage- 
ment. The first lesson in self-government 
that voters have to learn is to be good 
losers, and, when that is learned, to be 
good winners, because self-government im- 
poses restraint on both sides.“ 

Acknowledging the desirability of dif- 
ferent parties the proper spirit was indi- 
cated in these words: “The minority 
must not strive to strike down the work 
of their opponents because they are not in 
‘control, and the majority must so conduct 
affairs as to show that the people have 
part in the government.” The feature of 
the situation in the Philippine assembly 
which has seemed most hopeful was de- 
clared to be the conservative manner in 
which majority and minority have acte1 
in seeking the highest good of the con- 
stituency they both serve. 

The Filipinos may fail miserably in 
their first attempts. Such failure will be 
perfectly natural. But their tutor in two 
short paragraphs has shown them the 
foundations of popular government. It 
hag been through political parties, occa-

SERVING THE GOVERNMENT. 

The first assistant postmaster generai 
has returned to the capital after an ex- 
tended trip through the far west to in- 
yestigate some peculiar conditions. For 
some time federal jobs have gone begging 
in that part of the country, notably those 
in the postoffice service. The opportunities 
for work at better pay have made the 
postal positions unattractive. In one min- 
ing town the postmaster was compelled to 
close up his office or spend his own money 
to pay salaries larger than those allowed 
by the rules of the department. He chose 
the latter course, expending several thou- 
sand dollars out of his own pocket dur- 
ing the last three years. In another place 
the carriers all struck, claiming that the 
compensation was barely sufficient to pay 
living expenses, with no chance for saving 
or for enlarging the narrow lines of outlay. 
In other communities it has been hard 
work to get postmasters owing to the low 
salaries paid. This peculiar western sity, 


for paying higher salaries in exceptional 
cases. 

In Chicago the postoffice laborers have 
formed a union to urge better pay for 
themselves, claiming that the maximum 
salary is insufficient to enable them to 
make both.ends meet. These are the un- 
skilled laborers. The same feeling exists 
among the employés who are better paid. 
There is a general discontent in the post- 
office staff which has its root in the small- 
ness of the compensation which the gov- 
ernment pays. 

The situation in the army has been 
brought to public attention several times 
of late. Enlistments are slow. Companies 
and regiments are decimated by the with- 
drawal of men. The military academy 
at West Point has not its complement of 
cadets. The opportunities for work are 
so many and the pay so much better in 
civil life that the irksome restrictions of 
army service are magnified and depleted 
ranks are everywhere noted. 

The feeling is deepseated in the United 
States that servants of the government 
ought to work for smaller pay because of 
the honor attached to a position of that 
sort. That opinion has had much to do 
with the determinatf#n of the salary at- 
tac to the leading positions, such as 
the pay of president, judges, congrese- 
men, and members of the diplomatic 
corps. The pay of congressmen has had 
much influence in limiting the pay for other 
special service, and, indirectly, in fixing 
the scale of salaries for subordinates in 
all departments. The net result is a low 
— ard of compensation, when the busi- 
ness done by the government is taken into 
account. 

A recognition of the fact that the ‘gov- 
ernment is a great business enterprise 
must come sooner or later. Pay must 
be adjusted to the character of the work 
and the conditions unde which such work 
is done. The trained lalist must be 
paid a salary commensurate with that 
which he could obtain from a private 
firm. The day laborer must be able to 
earn the same wages he could get else- 
where. The great army of workers be- 
tween these two extremes must be treated 
as a firm would treat them. For the placee 
of exceptional honor the old rule might be 
followed if necessary, although there 18 
good basis for argument in opposition to 
that theory. But when it comes to the 
business side the government must meet 
the competition of the day if it is ta hope 
to retain efficient men for its administra- 
tion.

If the day is spent at 
Sandringham it is with the object of em- 
phasizing the fact that it is essentially a 
family and private affair, since the official 
birthday of the king is solemnized in June 
on a date selected each year by him, when the 
season is at its height in London, and when 
state banquets and reviews are organized in 
honor of the event.

Some of my readers who have recently been 
in Berlin write to me for an explanation of 


the Great is shown along with his other 
relics in the museum there, recently pub- 
lished French memoirs claim that the sword 
of Frederick the Great, after having been 
carried off from the latter’s tomb at Pots- 
dam, by Napoleon, was destroyed by the 
tovernor of the Invalides in Paris in 1814 and 
thrown into the Seine. 

It may be remembered that the first Na- 
poleon had deposited in the Invalides most 
of the trophies of victory obteined during the 
numerous wars that followed one another in 
euch rapid succession from the moment of 
hie first fame as a military commander until 
his defgat at the battle of Lelpsic just before 
his downfall. Among these trophies wae the 
sword of Frederick the Great, which Na- 
poleon was said to have personally taken 
from the tomb of the Prussian king, and to 
have carried off to Paris. The governor of 
the Invalides, realizing that one of the firet 
things that the victorious allles would do 
after entering Paris would be to strip the in- 
stitution confided to his charge of all its 
trophies, gathered all the flagm standards, 
swords, eto., together in a great pile in the 
courtyard of the Invalides, and set fire to 
them, subsequently casting the ashes and the 
charred remnants into the Seine. 

Now, the eword which lay on the tomb of 
the great Prussian king from the time of his 
death until shortly before the entry of the 
French into Berlin and Potsdam, the sword, 
in fact, that he had worn throughout his cam- 
paigns, and which he had used more than 
once to defend himself against attacks of 
Austrian cavalry bent on his capture, was 
carried off along with the other most cher- 
ished treagures of the house of Hohenzollern 
by King Frederick William IIL and Queen 
Louise when they fled to Memel and 
thence to Koenigsberg, as Napoleon and his 
troops were approaching the Prussian cap- 
ital. In fact, the relic has never been out 
of Prussian hands. The sword carried off 
by Napoleon from Potsdam certainly be- 
longed to Frederick the Great, but had never 
rested on his tomb, was not his favorite and 
historic campaigning sword, but merely one 
of several court swords which he wore in his 
old age and in times of peace; one of several, 
indeed, which had been left in his bedroom 
in the Stadtschloss or so-called town palace 
of Potsdam. 

The story of Napoleon removing the cam- 
paigning sword of Frederick the Great from 
ris tomb, which has furnished the theme of 
sO many paintings, is, therefore, a myth, 
since the scene never occurred, and must be 
classed along with other Napoleonic legends 
which are equally devoid of foundation. This 
explanation will serve to set at rest the wild 
projecte which have béen mooted in Paris of 
instituting operations for the recovery of the 
remnants of the sword of Frederick the Great 
from the mud of the Seine, opposite the In- 
valides, just as if a small piece of steel such 
as that would not have rusted to nothing 
after a sojourn of nearly a hundred years in 
the river. 

— 

A curious light is shed upon the relations 
between church and state in Italy by the dis- 
covery that the estate of Prime Minister 
Crispi is still in debt to the propaganda to the 
tune of $8,000 for unpaid rent. It may be re- 
called that Crispi after leaving office became 
involved in all sorts of financial difficulties, 
that the closing days of hie life were 2 
by monetary troubles, and that he left little 
or no property to his wife and daughter, the 
former of whom is upon à penslon 
paid to her by the government. The prop- 
6 has, therefore, never taken the 
trouble to attempt to recover the money. 
Crispi during the greater part of his life at 
Rome as premier occupied @ floor in a palace 
belonging to the propaganda, looking out on 
to the Piazza di Spagna, the entrancesof the 
palace being adorned with the papal arms. 
Mer. Jacobini, secretary general of the prop- 
aganda and afterwards cardinal, occupied 
thé floor above, and there is every reason to 
believe that many verbal negotiations were 
carried on between the two men without at- 
tracting attention. 

There are so many matters constantly crop- 
ping up in the shape either of controversies 
or of community of interests requiring nego- 
tiations, that the intercourse between the 
church and the government is almost unin- 
terrupted. As far as possible everything is 
verbal, since both parties are believers in the 
value of the old Latin proverb, Scripta ma- 
lent verba volent.’’ Cardinal Jacobini was 
not the only member of the court of the vat- 
ican who was in personal contact with Crispi 
during the latter’s premiership: One of 
Criapi's most frequent visitors was a fellow 
Sicilian of the name of Carini, son of a 
Garibaldian general, and who had been ap- 
pointed by Leo XIII., whe was fond of him, 
archivist at the vatican. In fact, it isa mat- 
ter of common knowledge that there is not 
a, Single statesman in Italy, not a single dig- 
nitary of the court or government, who has 
not some near relative, or close and inti- 
mate friend among the members of the court 
of the vatican. Thus, we have seen the head 
of the house of Colonna occupying the high- 
est temporal dignity in the entourage of the 
pope, as assistant to the throne, while his 
brother was liberal mayor of the Eternal City. 

The first radical and anti-clerical mayor of 
Rome, Count Pianciani, was brother of 
the former generalissimo of the pontifical 
army, and, despite the divergence of their po- 
litical views, the deepest affection prevailed 
between the two brothers. It is even still 
more the case today than twenty-five years 
ago, and gradually, by ferce of circum- 
stances, without any written agreement, an 
understanding is quietly being effected be- 
tween the vatican and the quirinal, 

ae 

In writing about the home life of the 
khedive of Egypt-the other day, I omitted to 
mention that, like his brother and uncle, he 
is extremely fond of automobiling, and an en- 
thusiast on the subject of motors, which he 
understands from A to Z. In this he differs 
from his mother, the dowager khediviah, a 
niece of the late sultan of Turkey. This 
princess, despite her Parisian toilettes, her 
European education and accomplishments, 
prefers to every other kind of conveyance 
the species: of Turkish carts known as 
arabas, and which are drawn not by horses 
but by bullocks. True, the khediviah’s bul- 
locks are superb animals, and her equipage 
presents a picturesque and stately appear- 
ance. Yet it ig about the slowest mode of 
locomotion that it is possible to conceive, and 
the contrast between her araba and her son’s 
(the khedive’s) swift automobile is great.

Stonor park, near Henley on the Thames, 
which has just been leased by Mrs. Richard 
McCreery of New York, in view of her ap- 
proaching marriage to the Hon. Henry 
Coventry, third son of the earl of Coventry, 
is one of the most beautiful places on the 
Thames, and belongs to Lord Camoys, chief 
of the ancient house of Stonor. The Stonors 
were connected with Oxfordshire long before 
the Norman conquest. One of them com- 
manded the left wing of the British army at 
the battle of Agincourt. In the reign of King 
Henry VIII., that is tosay, in 1426, the barony 
fell into abeyance, through lack of direct 
descent, and in 1839 Queen Victoria termi- 
nated this abeyance, which had lasted 413 
years, by summoning Thomas Stonor to the 
house of peers as Lord Camoys The pres- 
ent lard's grandméther was the youngest 
daughter of the great Sir Robert Peel, and 
one of the earliest ladies in waiting of Queen 
Alexandra; and his father’s younger brother, 
Harry Stonor, remains today one of the most 
popular gentlemen in attendance upon the 
king and queen. :

Thomas Orchestra. 

What is it makes one concert go,“ and 
another not? The question is not easily 
answered. Yet every concert giver and the 
majority of observant concertgoers know 


pleased with what : not ap- 
plaud it. It may be and do both, but neither 
the pleasing nor the applauding is of the 
hearty, spontaneous, and rousing kind that it 
ig on occasions when this m in- 
fluence exerts its power in favor - ot what is 
being done. 

Sometimes it is an entire program that 
falls to go — sometimes only a part, or 
only a number will be so affected, and the 
remainder will go in a manner unmis- 
takable. Usually the explanetion is made in 
the form of the etatement that the condi- 


t 
makes itself felt in the quality the work 
done. The auditor then, be he ever so ready 
to receive an impression, gets a faint or un- 
clear one, and the outcome is the failure of 
the performance to go. On the other hand, 
the 


instrument or the 
receiving instrument be out of order the 
transmission is incomplete and faulty. But 
what about it when both sender and re- 
ceiver are in good working order, and still 
the art message comes imperfectly? In other 
words, if both performer and auditor are 
seemingly in the right attitude toward each 
other, and the performance fails to “ go,” 
what is responsible for the defect? This 
is the mystery. , 

For example, at the public rehearsat of 
the Thomes orchestra yesterday Mr. Stock 
and his men apparently were in the best 
of form, and the audience, which was of 
the customery capacity size, impressed as 
being in the happiest possible mood and 
ready for the concert. And yet, play splen- 
didly as the orchestra did, its work did not 
begin to reach and affect the audience as did 
that done on the Friday afternoon of the 
preceding week. Why? Everybody was 
willing, and yet the spark that lights the 
flame of enthusiasm was not there, 

Some would say that atmospheric cond- 
tions were responsible. It is true that Or- 
chestra hall was hot and close, but in neither 
of these unp! aid it prove as 
bad as it had been on the previous Friday. 
Outdoors was sunshine and clear, bracing 
air—every one had come in fresh and bright, 
instead of bedraggled and depressed as a 
week before, and yet yesterday was a day 
lifeless in comparison to the earlier one. 
Temperature and ventilation may have been 
in part responsible and yet it is believed 
they were not wholly so, even if they were 
in part.

Is it mot possible that there is a subtler 
force which has to do with the case? May 
not that which we carelessly designate as 
‘sympathy,’ and which, according as it is 
established or ie not, mars or makes a per- 
formance, be some fine force which we sense 
and are responsive to, but which we as yet 
have failed to capture, to analyze, and to 
learn to use? Is it personal magnetism, and 
if so, what is this magnetism? Is it vibra- 
tions, and if so, what is right or wrong with 
them? Is it some psychic force, and if so 
where does it have its origin, and how oan 
we learn to control it? 

These questions may seem going far afield 
and be regarded as being as futile as they 


are involved. But if any one could answer | 


them, he would be well along toward the 
giving of facts concerning what causes suc- 
cess, or failure in public performance. And 
if the cause were known, the avoiding of 
failure would be made largely possible.

But questions and theories aside. The con- 
cert yesterday was one of worth, even though 
it did fai} to go.“ as most of those of the 
orchestra do, and as this one probably will 
tonight. French composers made up the 
first half of the program and Beethoven's 
fifth Symphony formed the second part. 
Chabrier’s “Joyous March” served as the 
opening. It is a joy, rollicking piece of 
scholarly writing, supposedly picturing the 
home journey of a band of halt tipsy village 
musicians. It is not difficult to find the pic- 
ture in the tonal fabric, and a pleasing and 
merry one it is. The work is fresh and fine 
in color, being done with all the neatness and 
finish of the true French artist, and the hand 
of one who is both gifted and skilled is dis- 
closed in every measure. 

There followed Bruneau’s symphonic poem, 
The Sleeping Beauty,“ a composition which 
was Introduced at the concert given just four 
years ago by the orchestra, and which was 
remembered from that time as having 
pleased. The impression yesterday was again 
a most favorable one, the score being beat- 
tifully shaded and tinted and the melodies 
being many of them of unusual beauty and 
appeal The orchestra gave of ite finest pow- 
ers and the number came nearer to rousing 
the audience and establishing sympathy than 
anything else heard during the afternoon. 
The Introduction to Act I. of D’Indy’s “ Fer- 
vaal Fame as an absolute novelty. It is but 
a brief bit of writing, essentially in the D'Indy 
manner, and of rare delicacy and mistiness 
im coloring. It impressed yesterday as being 
more of color than of musical substance, but 
it was exquisitely played and was heard with. 
pleasure. a 

— 

The first part of the program closed with 
the Lalo Spanish symphony for violin, the 
solo being in the hands of Fritz Kreisler, a 
player who deservedly stands high in the 
esteem and favor of Chicago concertgoers. 
The Austrian violinist was heartily wel- 
comed when he appeared and after his num- 
ber and during the pauses in it he was ap- 
plauded generously. He was not at his best, 
however. His instrument seemed to be af- 
fected by the heat of the room and it was with 
difficulty that he kept it in tune. He himself 
seemed suddenly to grow physically not at 
his best and his performance clearly was a 
labor for him. He played admirably and with 
the fine musicianship and intelligence and the 
rare tonal beauty which long have distin- 
guished his work, but the fire and the big 
spirit, which he generally displays were 
dimmed by the untoward conditions that 
beset him. The audience asked repeatedly 
for an encore, but Mr. Kreisler declined to 
accord one. 

The Beethoven Fifth evidently had been 
prepared carefully for the performance. 
There were nuances and shadings which told 
that Mr. Stock had spent time going 
over the master score again and getting 
nearer to the great spirit of it. The big 
lines which he ever has preserved in his 
Beethoven readings were beautifully clear 
and true, and the details he had worked out 
and completed, while they enhanced and 
enriched, never for an instant suggested the 
finicky or the fussy. It was noble, broad, 
manly Beethoven, but with all poetic and 
emotional values given their full worth. The 
performance was a perfected one, and that 
it did not rouse as previous presentments of 
the great work under Mr. Stock's baton have 
done was due to the depression of the after- 
noon rather than to any lack on the part of 
the executive forces. .

ANOTHER NEW BATCH OF 
LAFCADIO HEARN’S LET- 
TERS PUBLISHED. 
Communications to His Friends 


Reveal His Strange Mental Vacil- 
lation and Unrest. 


HE three most picturesque figures in 
American literature are undoubtedly 
Edgar Allan Poe, Walt Whitman, and 
LafcadioHearn. You may say thatthe 
latter is not an American. Quite true, 

he was not born in America, nor was Amer- 
ica the inspiration of the work by which he 
Will be best known. His parentage, as every 
one knows, was a mixture of Greek and Irish 
and he was born in the Ionian islands and 
partly educated im France, England, and 
Weles. But he came to America as a boy, 

as the best years of his life were spent 
here, in the west and south, he became identi- 
fied with this country, though the work that 
will keep his memory green is that which he 
did in Japan, inspired by the beauty and mys- 
tery of that country. 

Miss Bisland pas given us two most illu- 
minating volumes of his letters, and now we 
have a much smaller collection, which, as 
far as it goes, equally illumines the charac- 
ter of this strange man and fascinating 
published by Brentanos, and called LET- 


..| TERS FROM THE RAVEN.” . It seems the 


Raven was the name that. Hearn gave himself 
when talking with of writing to hie most inti- 
mate friend, Henry WAtkin, an English print- 
er living in Cincinnati. Hearn was about 19 
years of age when he drifted, penniless and 
friendless, fnto the big western city. Wat- 
kin was at least 40, but notwithstanding the 
discrepancy in their ages they became the 
closest of friends, because they had so much 
in common. In writing to Watkin Hearn 
not only called himself the Raven, but he 
drew @ picture of that bird of ll omen as a 
signature at the end of his letters. He may 
have taken the name because of his love of 
Poe or because of the blackness of his own 
personal appearance. 

Mr. Milton Bronner, who edits these let- 
ters, that is, connects them with a thread of 
explanatery comment, has done his work 
well. As I am assured by Mr. Brentano, none 
of these letters has ever seen the light of 
print before. It would have been a pity to 
have left them unpublished. They are not all 
written to Watkin. Some are addressed to 
an unnamed lady; others signed “‘ Ozias Mid- 
winter were contributed to a New Orleans 
newspaper, from whose files they have been 
unearthed for the first time. 


The letters to Watkin open the book. In 
October, 1877, Hearn left Cincinnati for New 
Orleans. He had no money and he had no 
work in view, but he was a wanderer in his 
tastes and liked to change about from place 
to place. His first stop was Memphis, where 


he had to wait for the steamer to New Or- 


leans. Having virtually no money he had to 
put up in cheap lodgings. It was hard luck, 
but it gave him an opportunity for descrip- 
tive writing that he could not have found 
in a fine hotel. 

The room is big and carpetless, and there is a 
great.red daub on one wall as though made by a 
bloody hand when somebody was staggering down 
the stairway. There are only a few panes of 
glass in the windows. I am the first tenant in the 
room for fifteen years. Spiders are busy spinning 
their dusty tapestries in every comner-and between 
the banisters of the old stairways., Ti planks of 
the floor are sprung, and when I walk along the 
room of night it sounds as though Something or 
Somebody was following me in the dark and then 
being in the third story makes it much more 
ghostly. 

I am terribly tired of thie dirty, dusty, ugly 
town—a city only forty years old, but looking old 
as the ragged, fissured bluffs on which it stands. 
It is full of great houses, which were once grand 
but are now as waste and dreary within and with- 
out as the huge building in which I am lodging for 
the sum of 25 cents a night. I am obliged to leave 
my things in the barkeeper’s care at night for 
fear of their being stolen; and he thinks mea little 
reckless because I sleep with my money under my 
pillow. You see the doors of my room—there are

nights—just like I used to do when a college boy ro- 
turned from vacation. It is a lonely feeling, this 
of finding oneself alone in a strange city ‘where 
you never meet a face that you know, and when 
all the faces you did know seem to have been dead 
faces, disappeared for an indefinite time. 

Hearn landed in New Orleans with % frao- 
tion over $20,” which he paid out in advance. 
And yet, in spite of his desperate circum- 
stances, he saw the beauty of the place. 


Fancy a youngster in his early 20s painting 


such a word picture as this: 
“The wealth of a world is here—unworked 


gold in the ore, one might say: the paradise 
ot the south is here, deserted and half in 
ruins. I never beheld anything so beautiful 
and eo sad. When I saw it firet—sunrise 
over Louisiana—the tears sprang to my eyes. 
It was like young death—a dead bride 
crowned with orange flowers, a dead face 
thay asked for a kiss. I cannot say how 
fair, and rich, and beautiful this dead south 
is. It has fascinated me. I have resolved 
to live in it. I could not leave it for that chill 
and damp northern life again.“ 

Then, for a moment, he lays aside the 
poet’s pen and tells his friend that there is 
a lot of money to be made in the fruit trade 
in New Orleans if one only got at it. This 
part of the letter might have been written 
by Col. Sellers, for Hearn was a baby in 
matters of business. 

Some time in February, 1878, Hearn wrote 
his dear old man” a birthday letter. It 
was his own birthday thet was coming. He 
was soon to be 28, an age when most young 
men feel only the joy of living. It was not 
so with Hearn: 

Dear Old Man: I shall be 28 years old in a 
few days—a very few daye more—and I am fright- 
ened to think how few they are. I am afraid to 
look at the almanac to find out what day The Day 
falls upon—it might’ fall upon a Friday—and I 
can't shake off a superstition about it—a supersti- 


‘tion always outlives a religion. Looking back at 


the file of these twenty-eight years, which grow 
more shadowy in receding, I can remember and 
distinguish the features of at least twenty. There 
is an alarming similarity of misery in all their 
faces, and, however misty the face, the outlines 
of misery are remarkably perceptible. . 
Somehow or other, whenever I succeeded im an un- 
dertaking, the ‘fruit acquired seemed tasteless 
and vapid, but usually wher one step more would 
have been victory some extraordinary and un- 
anticipated obstecle rose up in impassability. . . 
Without a renovation of individuality, how- 
ever, I really can see no prospect beyond the twen- 
ty-eighth year of better years. I see noth- 
ing in prospect except starvation, artificial wants, 
which I shall never be weathly enough to even 
partially gratify, and perhaps utter despair at the 
end. Then again, while I have not yet lost all 
confidence in myself, I feel strongly doubtful 
whether I shall ever have means or letsure to de- 
velop the latent (possible) ability within me to do 
something decently meritorious. ... Can I 
carry on any kind of business? I can fancy that 
I see you throw back your head and wag your 
beard with a hearty laugh at the mere idea, the 
preposterous idea! 

Can I keep any single situation for any great 
length of time? You know I can’t—couldn’t stand 
it; hate the mere idea of it—something horribly 
disagreeable would be sure to happen. Then again, 
I can’t even stay in one place for any healthy 
period of time. I can’t stay anywhere without 
getting into trouble. And my heart always feels 
like a bird, fluttering impetiently for the migrat- 
ing season. I think I could be quite happy if I 
were a swallow and could have a summer nest in 
the éar of an Egyptian colossus or a broken capital 


of the Parthenon. I know just exactly what 1 


should like to do—to wander forever here and there: 
until I got old and epish and gray and died. 


Poor Hearn! Just as fame and money 
were coming to him, just as life seemed 
easier to live, he died and ended it all. Had 
he never been born he would have been 
saved a load of sorrow and suffering, but 
the world would have been poorer without 
the gift that he gave its literature. 

Our thanks are due to Mr. Bronner for this 
little book, for the letters to Watkin are 
among the most intimate that Hearn ever 
wrote.

UTHOUGH the Ws exposures of the 
rottenness in the management of rail- 
road and other public utility corpora- 
tions has done much to create a de- 
mand for government ownership and 

management little is known in this country 
as to what kind of service would be given 
by publicly owned utilities, The genera) be- 
lief of the advocates of public ownership 
seems to be that things could not be worse 
than they are. 

Some of the evils of public ownership were 
set forth clearly by Hugo Richard Meyer, 
sometime assistant professor of political 
economy in the University of Chicago, in his 
booky ** Municipal Ownership in Great Brit- 
ain. Just now, however, whem the Chi- 
cago Telephone compdhy is seeking a re- 
newal of its franchise more interest, will be 
taken im another book by Prof. Meyer, just 
published, entitled PUBLIC OWNERSHIP 
OF THD TELEPHONE IN GREAT BRIT- 
AIN“ (the Macmillan company). 

After reading hie statement of facts it 
seems clear that the best service can be ob- 
tained only by short term franchises which 
include provisions that the best devices for 
improving the service must be adopted as 
soon as they are perfected. National owner- 
ship.of telephones would destroy competition, 
and without competition there would be the 
minimum of improvement in service. 

“The government having acquired the 
monopoly of the telegraph business in 1800, 
gays Prof. Meyer, the logical thing for it 
to do upon the appearance of the telephone, 
in 1876-77, would have been to purchase the 
Tights of the patentees of the telephone, and 
to make the telephong a supplement to the 
telegraph. But the government was unwill- 
ing to engage in any further industrial ven 
tures because of the unsatisfactory workin 
of the experiment of national telegraphs. 
Under the circumstances the government 
granted companies licenses to engage in the 
telephone business, incorporating in those 
licenses various restrictions upon the U- 
censtes designed to protect the state tele- 
graphs from the telephone. 

In 1884, 1892, 1890, 1901, and 1905 the gov- 
ernment changed, or modified, its telephone 


policy, but it always adhered to two princi- 
ples: To protect the state telegraphs as much 
as public opinion would permit, and to se- 
cure the ultimate purchase of the licensees’ 
plants at cost of rep t, that is, with 
no allowance for earning power or good will. 
The government invariably preferred the in- 
terests of the national treasury to the rights 
of the public as users ot the telephone. 
Don to 1802 the government adhered to 
the policy that the National Telephone com- 
pany should have no right to erect a pole in 
street or to lay a wire under a street lest 
he telephone should become too formidable 
a competitor of the state telegraphs.” ~ 
In 1892 the Association of Municipal Cor- 


i porations, one of the most powerful political 


organizations in England and Wales, ob- 
tained the right to veto any way-leave powers 
conferred on the telephone company, and it 
used it “in such a way as to retard fore 
number of years the replacement of the earth- 
return circuit telephone by the metallic cir- 
cuit telephone 

For all practical purposes the National 
Telephone company remained without way- 
leaves in the streets until the 1807, The 
resulting inadequacy and Inefficiency of serv- 
ice led to wide dissatisfaction."’ 

A movement in favor of municipal tele- 
phone exchanges started which led to the 
enactment of the telegraphs act in 1899. 
That act knocked fully 28 per cent off the 
market values of the securities of the Na- 
tional Telephone company. In all other 
respects,’ saye Prof. Meyer, it was a com- 
plete failure. In 1901 and 1905, respectively, 
the telegraphs act of 1899 in effect was re- 
pealed by the political party which had 


enacted it. 


The policy of municipal competition with 
the National Telephone company proved a 
complete failure, partly because of the con- 
seryatism of the municipalities, partly be- 
cause of the Inability of adjoining municipali- 
ties to overcome parochial jealousies, and to 
cobperate in supplying a common telephone 
service. ö 

Glasgow entered upon the telephone busi-. 
ness with the avowed purpose of destroying 
the National Telephone company’s business 
and property in Glasgow. It was beaten ‘to 
a standstill’ by the company. The municipal 
ventures of Brighton, Hull, Portsmouth, 
Swansea, one Tunbridge Wells were no more 
successful than the Glasgow venture. 

In 1901 and 1905, respectively, the govern- 
ment contracted to puyhase on Dec. 31, 1911, 
at cost of replacement, the property of the 
National Telephone company. At that date 
parliament will decide whether the postoffice 
shall retain possession ofthe property .. . 
or sell it to the several local authorities.“

In offering the “ Appreciation Series” the

its *‘ chambers of lone desire.“ To this ex- 
haustiess edifice Mr. Woodberry has proved 
an efficient, almost a commanding, guide. 
The reader whq,resigned himself to his care 
will find himself conducted without delay 
into the heart of the subject. In quite a fine 
sense the book is one of definitions. Liter- 
ature is an art of expression. The material 
which it employs is experience, or, in other 
words, literature is the expression of life.“ 
“The lyric is primarily the expression c« 
emotion, the narrative poem is the vision 
of life and presents experience extensively 
rather than intensively, with objective real- 
ity; it provokes thought and initiates the in- 
dividual into the worid life of man both his- 
torically and ideally.“ Art, or the uni- 
versal form into which reason casts experi- 
ence by means of the imagination, controls 
great works of prose as it rules great poems; 
fiction stands at the head of prose because it 
is the sphere in which such art works most 
freely and effectively, and in proportion to 
the presence of such art is fiction great and 
enduring.” 

Mr. Woodberry has succeeded in being right 
without being academic, which is undeniably 
exhilarating. Indeed, the book is nothing if 
not enlivening. The author’s indescribable 
personal pleasure in literature and his gen- 
erous, open desire to make his readers under- 
stand and how such pleasure is to be ob- 
tained make the bdok exceptional. Indeed, I 
know of no work of the sort so likely to in- 
spire the languid student of literature with 
enthusiasm or so well calculated to remind 
the jaded reader of the deep joys to be had in 
faithful and quiet communion with books. 
Portraits of a few English authors and pres- 
entations of Greek theaters serve as illus- 
trations.

CORN’S CONDITION 


Overboard on Receiving 
Government Report, 


YIELD SHOWS GOOD GAIN. 


‘Quality, However, as Expected, 


Remains Below That of Last 
}  Year’s Product. 


The November government crop report, is- 
sued from Washington yesterday at 12 
o'clock Chicago time, increased the estimate 
of the corn crop made a month ago by nearly 
100,000,000 bushels, the yield being officially 
estimated at 2,553,000,000 bushels. 

The report was construed bearishly by corn 
traders on the board of trade, who threw 
overboard big lines of the cereal after the re- 
port was published, It had been the general 
expectation that the government would re- 
duce its October figures. May corn broke 
nearly 2 cents. 

The crop this year is nearly 400,000,000 
bushels short of last year, when the yield was 
2,927, 000,000 bushels, and is about 160,000,000 
bushels less than the 1906 crop, which was 
2,706,000,000 bushels. While the crop returns 
showed a larger yield than was expected, the 
trade was not mistaken in regard to the qual- 
ity. This the bureau estimated at 82.9, com- 
pared to O a year ago and 90.5 in 1905. 

The yield per acre was given at 26 
bushels, against a yield per acre last year of 
30.3 bushels. Reserves of old corn in farm- 
ers’ hands on Nov. 1 were estimated at 131,- 
000,000 bushels, which compared with 119,- 
000,000, or 4.4 per cent, a year ago, the per- 
centage being the same this years 

Estimates made yesterday of corn and oth- 
er crops are subject to revision in the final re- 
ports made next month.

The November estimate of the average 
yield per acre of buckwheat is 17.9 bushels, 
against an average yield of 18.6 bushels as 
finally estimated in 1906, 19.2 bushels in 1905, 
and a ten year average of 18.1 bushels. A 
total production of 13,911,000 bushels is thus 
indicated, as compared with 14,642,000 bush- 
els finally estimated in 1906. The average for 
quality is 87.3 per cent, against 90.4 last year, 
93 in 1906, and 91.5 in 1904. 

The preliminary estimate of the average 
yield per acre of potatoes is 95.3 bushels, 
against 102.2 bushels as finally estimated in 
1906, 87 bushels in 1905, and a ten year aver- 
age of 85.5 bushels. A total production of 
202,427,000 bushels is thus indicated, as com- 
pared with $08,038,000 bushels finally esti- 
mated in 1906.

The great trunk line railroad stocks, both 
east and west, were the favorites, especially 
Union Pacific, Pennsylvania, and Reading, 
and the leading industrials, including the 
United States Steel stocks, Amalgamated 
Copper and American Smelting. 

The call money market was easier and 
there were conspicuous additions to the list 
of large lenders on call at the stock exchange. 
Arrivals of gold have operated to reduce 
loans which were contracted to engage the 
gold, and should operate te redutve that item 
in the bank statement. The prospect does 
not hold out a promise of a substantial re- 
duction of the last week's $38,000,000 bank 
deficit. It was this consideration which 
caused the material reaction in prices dur- 
ing the late period of the stock market. The 
advance in the official discount rate of the 
Imperial Bank of Germany was practically 
ignored.
